ssibility—and advisability—of. the 

indian government's giving up the free 

coinage of silver, which now prevails in’ 
that dependency, and adopting the gold 
standard. y 

The Economist has Jittle difficulty in 
showing that the statements in the 
petition as to the desperate straits to 
which India is reduced, are greatly 
exaggerated. “That she has suffered,” 
it says, “and still suffers’ from the fall 
in silver and consequent disorganisation 
of exchange is beyond question, but are 
her sufferings so inténse, and so. likely 
to culminate in a total collapse, as. we, 
are asked to believe?” As material. 
for a reply to this question the Zeono-

‘The dividend 
for the second half of 1891 was £1 10s. 
per share, and no provision was made 
for Contingent account. For the first 
half of 1892 the dividend is £1 per 
share, and there is set aside to Contin- 
gent account, to wneet losses, a sum of 
$3,124,237. Of this sum three millions 
are taken from the reserve fund, reducing 
that fund to $3,300,000, or 33 per 
cent. on the Bank's paid up capital. 
Presuming therefore that this reserve 
fund is intact, and that the goodwill of 
the Bank is worth 50 cent ; the 
intrinsic value of the shares is 83 per 
cent, premium, against 100 per cent., 
at which we valued them, when writing 
on the subject in May last. 

It would be possible to argue that no 
such sum gs three million dollars ought 
to have been required from the. Reserve 
fund, if the whole truth had been told 
by the chairman at the two previous 
meetings of the Bank, because the whole 
of this sum can hardly have been lost 
in the last half-year. On the 22nd of 
August, 1891, Mr. J. 8. Moses stated 
that the directors had been obliged to 
withdraw $1,290,901 from the reserve 
fund, and he added: “At the same 
time I would mention that your directors 
have deemed it best to face the losses 
at once and have made a clean sweep

CONSTRUCTIVE. CHANGES IN 
CHINA. 


It. Sept. 
In all that part of China where the 
winter temperature prevents the carry- 
ing on of building operations, and where 
the summer floods are so: destructive, 
the season by-and-by arrives for. the 
repair of damages. ‘he heavy-summer 
rains especially thecoutinuous dewnpour 
of July and August, soak-down walls. and 
houses aud wash whole farms into’ the 
gullies which in many..regions are the 
only substitutes for roads. But early 
in the year the busy hum: of industry is 
heard all over thé; laid.

‘The 
Chinese are as well aware as mortals can 
be, that the longer a brick is exposed to 
the’ heat of the ‘kiln, thi’ better is 
the ‘brick: “But. they are also hware 
that the price of fuel’ for the burn- 
ing is always A serions item; ‘and 
they are convinced that it is not a 


profitable investment to expend: more 


than a-eatty of fuel. to make a single 
brick, for the reason that no one 
will pay a higher price for a brick 
because it has cost more to make it. 
‘Therefore all Chinese bricks, (and tiles 
as well), are slack-baked, and as full of 
holes as aerated bread. Itis a matter 
of course, that being constructed: upon 
this. principle, they: are literally open 
tothe reception of whatever moisture 
may environ them If a new Chinese 
brick is. placed in a’ pan of water,” there 
is heard a rushing sound like that of 
water about to boil. It is the fluid 
making. its way in tiny torrents into 
the recesses of the caves with which 
the brick abounds. A brick which has 
not been used, if placed in water for a 
period of five or six hours, will add to its 
own weight about twenty-three per cent., 
and-there.is no knowing how long. the 
process might be carriedon.

However 
protracted their usefulness may. be, it 
comes: to. a period, .and huge: rotting 
masses endanger. ‘the safety of the 
occupants of the dvvelling thus thatched. 
Of all the materials, which we have 
named, bamboo . is pera naturally 
the most durable, and the Test adapted 
for its multitudinous uses, but. bamboo 
is after all only. a grass, which be- 
fore many seasons have passed over it, 
fades and splits, like other graskes, and 
is no more.’ Wood. is the: only. re- 
maining substance, and it is undoubt- 
edly a most valuable one when rightly 
employed. But what‘do the Chinese 
do with it? They. chop down the trees, 
whenever they: wish to. use them,. and 
generally not before. Proper prepara- 
tion of timber, or of lumber, there is 
absolutely uone, Fuel is too dear to be 
wasted in making a’ fire to roast wood 
therewithal, so after a ‘period. of sub- 
jection to an acrid smoke, the wood is 
thought. to: be well-‘enough ‘seasoned, 
and it is forthwith worked up’ into forms 
of usefulness,;, or mayhap,: to..Chinese 
thought, of beauty. But naturé. keeps 
a stern account, and as the saying goes, 
he who economises his salt, spoils his 
pickles. A good Chinese carpenter-can 
make a mortise which will bear com- 
parison with that produced by:a foreign 
workman, that is, when-the work: is just 
done. But wait six’ months or a year, 
and what'do we behold.?. ‘The Cliinese 
mortise has fallen. apart, its .joints are 
lpose, the . wood. lias: -Shrunk;~ it: has 
warped, it has .split, thé lacquerwith 
which its. deficiencies may -have-been 
cosered up, has began to: peel off,-and 
hings are not what they-seem.”

“Foundations must 
be laid ‘deop,and the superstracture must 
be well and’ honestly built.’ But in 
order to accomplish this, it will be found 
absolutely necessary first to reconstruct 
the men by whom alone this result can 
be achieved. ‘I'he foundations of their 
character must be relaid, with some 
better material than has hitherto been 
employed, and the superstructure must 
he wrought out with a moral principle 
to which the Chinese have been hither- 
to strangers. Until this reform has 
been’ brought about, all other reforms 
will be vain, and will end in the same 
disappointment which has been so often 
experienced in the past. When the 
Chinese shall have provided themselves 
with an unlimited supply of moral 
psinciple, then’ will it first bo possible 
to indulge a rational hope for “ cons- 
tractive changes in China.” 





HE NEW TELEGRAPH 
CONVENTION. 
2nd Sept. 

Tue Convention that has been made 
between China and Russia which was 
drawn up, we are informed, by Count 
Cassini; tho Russian Minister to Peking, 
and has been signed by its anthor 
and by Shéng 'Thotai, Director-General 
of the Imperial Chinese ‘Telegraph 
Administration, is called a “ ‘Treaty 
between China and Russia for the con- 
nection of 'elegraph lines on their 
frontier.” This is the ostensible pur- 

‘of the Convention, but it includes 
provisions: the ‘result of which will be 
to maintain the rato for telegrams to 
Europe at $2 a word for ten years from 
the 8ist of December next. . The first 
section ‘of the: treaty mentions that it 
is intended to establish telegraphic 
connection ‘between the two countries, 
The second section mentions that the 
points of junction are to be Hunchun 
and: Possiet, \Helampo and Blagoves- 
chensk, and Kiachta. ‘The first of these 
three junctions is to be made immedi- 
ately the treaty is ratified; the second 
as soon as the cable under the Amur 
river is laid, but in any case within six 
inonths;; the third, as soon as China 
has built the overland line between 
Pekingand Kiachta,:but at any rate 
within five years, It is then provided 
that each telegraph line shall be erected 
and maintained by each country within 
its own’ borders, and neither shall make 
the encroachment of even an inch on 
the other. ‘The cable‘under the Amur' 





{is to be laid at the joint expense of the 
two countries, and isto be their joint: 
. ‘Both countries then 
to be bound by the rules of the Tele! 
graphic Union, to send service messages 
free, and to arrange for the’ immediate 
‘transmission of all messages ‘receive 
‘The tariff is then réferred to, and’it 
wot to be altered without the’ consent 
of both countries; but if competition 
should come from outside bringing lower 
rates, both countries will reduce the 
tariff ‘proportionately. 

The following is the fixed tariff; and 
this is where our interest’ in this docu~ 
ment centres :— 


On messages to and from Asiatic 
Russia and’ China, Russia is to receive 
fr. 1.73 (say 40 cents) a word. 

On messages to and from European 
Russia (including the Cancasus) and 
China, Russia is to receive fr. 2.73 
(say 64 cents) a word. 

‘On messages in transit, Russia shall 
receive fr. 3 (say 70 cents) a word. 

On m to and from China, and 
any part of Russia, China shall receive 
fr, 2 (say 48 cents) a word. 

On messages to and from any other 
European country than Russia, China 
shall receive fr. 5.50 (say $1.30) a word, 
out of which she will have to pay the 
proportion due to the European country 
over whose wires the message passes 
as provided by the ‘Telegraphic Union. 

On m from the ports where 
the cable companies (the Great 
Northern and the Eastern Extension) 
have receiving offices, the tariff shall 
in no case less by the Chinese 
lines than that now cliarged by the 
Great Northern Company; but if the 
cable companies hereafter reduce their 
rates, the Chinese may do the same. 
Then comes a very significant para~ 
graph :—“The tariif agreed upon be- 
tween China and Russia is bond side 
intended for messages between the ‘two 
countries ; and messages between China 
and Europe may not have the benefit 
of this tariff by passing through the 
hands of agents, who may receive: and 
re-transmit the m en route.” 
This. is, of course, aimed at. the 
Desmond Agency and any fiiture similar 
organisations. By sending its messages 
now to Helampo over the Chinese wires 
and paying the Chinese tariff, and then 
re-transmitting them at Blagoveschensk 
—a course first suggested in these 
columns five years ago—and paying 
the Russian tariff, the Destnond Agency 
can afford to take messages at $1.50 a 
word, or even less ; and this paragraph 
is inserted to put a stop to this poaching 
on the Cable Companies’ preserves. 

Finally the Treaty -contains sections 
providing how: the accounts between 
the two countries are to be settled ; 
fixing the exchange at’ fr. 4.25 to’ the 
dollar, and $100 for 70 Kangpi taels; 
and fixing the termitiation the'Treaty 
‘at thé 31st of December, 1902: "Twelve 
copiés of the Treaty have‘ been signed,

If 
China were to ‘support the Desmond 
Agency she would get a large increase 
of traffic over ‘her lines, as long as 
the cable companies kept their tariff 
above that of the Ageney, but China 
will‘not-get much of the traffic as long 
as she charges as much as the com- 
ies. ‘The work that China does for 
ussia ‘for fr, 2 (48 cents.) a word, she 
could do for any other conntry obvious- 
ly for the same money : so thiat hove is 
a discrimination in favour of Russia, 
for which the only return she gets is 
the gracious permission to connect her 
lines with the Russiai lines ; which is 
as great a benefit to Russia as it is to 
herself. 

Sir John Walsham ‘declines to inter- 
fere, we understand, on the ground that. 
the Eastern Extension Company is as 
much interested in, the Treaty as the 
Great Northern Campany is, and 
is an English Company, and therefore 
is as much entitled to'his assistance 
as the Desmond Agency. But the 
porey really asking his assistance is 

ritish Commerce, which. is to be handi- 
capped by this ‘Treaty for ten years. 
We do not know if the Chamber 
of Commerce here is moving in tho 
matter, but whatever is done must 
be done quickly. HLE. Li Hung-chang 
is by no means enamoured of this 
Treaty, and might still refuse to allow 
it to be ratified, if he were ‘backed up 
by the’ Foreign’ Ministers and foreign 
public opinion in China ; but he has not 
the substantial reasons for opposing the 













ratification that Shéig Taotai has. for 
urging it, aid unless vigorous measures 
are taken to stiffen him in his opposition, 
thé Treaty will be ratified. and our dnly 
hope will then be in a trans-Paeifio 
cable.

DBATH OF LIEUEBNaNT UECHT.

Lieut: M: Hecht died rather suddenly at 
1a.m, on'the 20th instant and was buried 
the same evening in the Hobé cemetery. 


Lieut, Hecht came out to China wi 
soveral other German officers to serve in 
the Chinése army in the beginning of 1880. 
Aftor having done service for three ‘years 
in the: Northern army,’ he was appointed 
military instructor in Formos, He was 
here: # ¢ouplo of months more than four 
rg and has certainly sot his mark on 
island: He, who was au officer in the 

the Prugsian arniy, has built 
lished the forts in Kelung and 

aficiont force to work the heavy 
jung ;'he was receritly ordered by 'H.E. 

overtior Shao Yil-lien to alter and remedy 
somié defects in the Tamsui (Hobs) fort, 
and to erect ‘buildings there for military 
stores, ‘torpedoes, etc. It is also certain 
that our deceased friend’ has set his mark 
amonget us and will not easily be forgotten. 
One of the oldest residents said to me b; 
his grave: He had nothing but well- 
wishers umongét us all;” and that is the 
truth, A'thorough gentleman, who would 
not have told a falsehood to save his life, 
always congenial, always well liked, we shall 
mi im very much indeed. He had a 
slow fever for the Iagt-month or two, but 
T believe’ that it was from a failure in the 
heart'that he died. 

‘Tho Chinese had just given him a higher 
degree’ of the Dragon’ Order than he had 
before, and they Tiked'him'and appreciated 
his honesty and sttaightforwardness vory 
highly. ‘The present Governor had instruct- 
od his Turglings in the different divisions of 
the island to write to him for advice if they 
waited any, and T know that the Governor 
had full faith in him to his death. 

‘Tt was lute before the funeral cortége came 
down, the: rivér from Twatutia, where 
Lieut! Hecht died, to Hobé, and in conse- 

ence we ‘hadto bury him by torch light. 
The Tungting sent a party of soldiers in 
uniform ‘to estry and escort his body to 
the grave ; ho also offered to have volleys 
fined over his grave, un offer that was 
declitied on account of the lateness of the 
hour. ‘It need hardly be stated that the 
whole foreign community or communities 
of N. Formosa were present ;

The ‘‘ watchmen” did not dare stir’ 
out of the house, while the thieves came and 
ate up the meal which had been cooked for 
the guardians of the town, then proceeded 
to rob’ as they chose, taking care to post a 
guard over the ‘ watchmen.” Not long 
since a, robbery’ took place,, within a mile 
of the spot where these lines are written. 
A salt-merchant lad been .to a market, 
and was returning with cash to the value of 
ubout ten dollars, when he was stopped 
by two nten, tied up, and his money carried 
off, each robber haying a heavy load. The 
merchant's, donkey. was left. hie ed 
to work himself loose and called for help, 
‘but was threatened by the, men, who were 
armed, As salt-merchants ate regarded as 
enemies of ,the human race,,no one would 
ussist in thé pursuit, even when_a sufficient 
number Jud appeared in sight, so that the 
highwayinen got off with perfect impunity. 
It is not sife for a well-dressed man to 
trayel alonc upon an unfrequented road, 
und many who have heard of such an 
ovcurrence as that just mentioned, refuse 
to go anywhere if i€ is possible to avoid it, 
‘The only effective check upon such pro- 
igs, appears to be the organisation of 
*« village leagues,” with such a thorough co- 
operation: among themselves, that when 
any village is attacked by thieves, the 
person who detects them raises the ularm, 
the whole village turning out, beating 
drums &,, so as to arouse also the neigh- 
pouring villages, which in this region are 
seldom a mile apart, When all the villages 
in a wide circle arc aroused, the escape of 
robbers is next to impossible. But such 
an «inount of union as this implies is not 
easily secured, and even in many of the 
districts most plundered, such “leagues” 
have not been Peemed.

Owing 
to causes which do not seem very obvious, 
the Chinese are constantly altering the 
time of their fairs, sometimes inverting 
the order of two contiguous and important 
ones, to the great bewilderment and con- 
fusion of those who wish to attend them. 
A fair held about twelve miles 
from here has sometimes been postponed 
in this way three times, and no one certain- 
ly knows when it will begin. The loss to 
merchants by such uncertainties is very 
serious.

COPPER FOR PEKING.

It reached the frontier of Hupeh on the 2nd 
of May lust and on the 13th the whole 
amount had arrived at Hanyang, close to 
Hankow;.

OPIUM TAXATION IN SHENST. 

















There appear to be duties levied on 
| native opium in Shensi, the jroceeds of 
srhich all go to the Admiralty for expensea 
| of the navy. One of these, tite character of 
jwhich is not clear, is called the native 
opium contribution, the second is the tax 
‘on poppy fields, and the third is the ordin- 
ary likin. Last year these three im- 

ts produced respectively Tis. 6,104, 
15,189, and Ts. 44,534, or a total of 
‘Tis. 65,897. ‘This money has been set apart 
for the purpose of being forwarded to the 
Board of Admiralty.

(CICIDE OF A PRISONER BY POISONING. 
Magistrate of T‘iehling in Southern 
Manchuria recently reported t» the Gover- 
nor that a number of prisoners were 
being taken from Moukden back to T‘ieh- 
ling under the charge of the gaol-master 
of the said district city. On the road 
‘one of them was stated by the goa 
to have fallen ill, and to have died 
next morning 
which he had been carried in the course of 
the night. He was aman who had been 
condemned to decapitation after the autumn 
assizes for intentionally shooting and kil- 
ling another person. The Governor desired 
the magistrate of the neighbouring town of 
K‘aiyuan to proceed to T'ieblling and hold 
inquest in the presence of the deceased’s 
relatives and of the policeman in whose 
charge he had been. This having been 
done, the magistrate’s report announced 
that the face of the corpse was black and so 
were its fingers, and that blood mixed with 
saliva dropped from its mouth. Also, a 
silver needle which was introduced into its 
mouth and left there for a time, was found 
on being ‘witlidrawn to have similarly 
‘acquired a black tint. This ‘tint ‘could 
not be ‘removed by the application of 
soap anid water: ‘The dec had’ mani- 
festly been poisoned, and had not died, as 
had~ been reported, from some disease.

POSTHUMOUS HONOURS TO SHEN YU-SUI. 

‘The Viceroy of Shensi and Kansuh 
reports that the General of the Hochow 
Gurrison, Shen Yii-sui, died at his post last 
January, the cause of his death being the 
re-opening of an old wound, consequent 
upon his taking a severe chill. He had 
been a trusted lieutenant of Tso ‘Tsu 
tang and cther great commanders, while 
on account of his courage and his habit 
of sharing alike with his men, he was 
devotedly followed by those under his 
command. He was a native of Hunan and 
joined the army in 1854, when he seins to 

wave been only sixteen years old. After 
‘a great deal of hard and successful fighting 
against the ‘Taipings in Kiangsi,-he passed 
into -Kuangsi, where he- took part in-the 
relief of Kueilin Fu. In 1860 he followed 
thesame enemy into Szechuan and again saw 
a great deal of severé service. In one of 
the battles his elder brother, General Shen 
Hoeiang-fa, ‘was killed in making ‘a rash 
attack, but Shen Yii-sui-renewed the com-

beeu closely followed in the accounts’ now 
presented to you, and ini so doing your Di- 
rectors have been fortunate in the fuct that

every shareholder present to-day us @ cau-

his chief duties having been ‘to advies our 
Manager as to the standing of Chinese. 
Banks and Hongs, and native bills were 
bought from our Chinese. constituents 
under his guarantee as to the value of the 
paper. For years he was a man of consi- 
derable wealth, standing well with natives, 
and being much respected by them. How- 
ever, come nine months ago, our Chief Ma- 
nager, being dissatistied with the position of 
our Chinese advances, commenced tolargely 
curtail facilities, refusing to purchase many 
bills the compradore wished to guarantee, 
and requiring assurances from native banks 
that such bills as were bought, were trade 
bills, representing shipments or rral_secu- 
rities. Following this course steadily for 
some months, a lot of money was naturally 
gathered in, but, unfortunately, the man 
was unable to bear the continued strain, he 
could get-no further assistance, and break- 
ing point was reached on the 27th March, 
when he absconded. It was impossible to 
tell at once how many of our native ac- 
ceptances would be met, and at first we 
hoped that five or six lakhs would cover 
the loss; later on we had reason to ex- 
pect that it would not exceed nine lakhs, 
but as time went on one failure brought 
on ‘another in ever widening circles, 
till in the end the enormous deficit of 
$1,200,000 resulted. I need hardly say 
that the system of large clean advances on 
the compradore’s guarantee has been dis- 
continued ; in fact, our Chief Manager 
having decided to alter it in any case, his 
action in shutting down on facilities merely 
hastened the finale; this might perhaps 
have been postponed’ for some little time 
but by no means could it have been ulti- 
mately avoided. I am glad to say that 
‘our present compradore gives entire satis- 
faction to the management; he is a 
man of wealth and good position, and 
has handed over to us securities to the 
amount of between $4 and $5 lakhs, 
which, especially under our new system of 
Chinese business, is very ample. In refer- 
ring to trade losses, I need not speak at 
much length. ‘These have been spread 
over China and Japan, chiefly in the latter 
country, and were caused primati'y by 
over importations glutting the markets for 
the time being. Interest and charges of 
course mounted up, and goods decreased in 
value, ending in losses which merchants 
often could not make good to us, However, 
surplus stocks may now be said to be work- 
ed off, and the markets are in 8 more nor- 
mal and healthy condition, which, we trust, 
will continue ; possibly a little more: con: 
servatism by Exchange Banks in the pur- 
chase of outward bills, may, without unduly 
checking business, keep the various lines 
within reasonable limits. And next as 
touching advances on stocks. During the 
past six months, as the reaction following 
inflation progressed, the shrinkages became 
so enormous that many were unable to keep 
up the margins, and provisions on various 
accounts hase had. to be wade. I should 
mention that we have only allowed credit 
in our ‘advance account,’ for sound dividend- 
paying stocks, and such sound stocks have 
been put at the present depressed. market, 
values, at which, as you know, they should

Hox. Treasurer's Rerorr. 


‘The income of the Mission during the past 
financial year, including balance in hand from 
the preceding year has amounted to $442.67, 
while the expenditure has been $414.18. Both 
the income and expenditure have been larger 
than before. Formerly we depended to a 
large extent upon the Indies to furnish the 
cakes and tea, but we have deemed it advisable 
to supply the refreshments from the Mission 
fundsas we did not feel it right to trespass too 
miuich upon the kindness of the ladies ; conse- 
quently the amount expended for refreshments 
is a good deal larger than before, but this 
need not, be regretted as it hus’ been the 
means of inducing « larger number of sailors 
to attend the Sunday evening meetings. We 
spent. $35.65 on new hymn books, tracts and 
handbills, while repairs and extension to the 
‘Mission room cost $34.90. ‘The gas bill, which 
includes also additional lamps, pipes and gas 
forthestoveto the value of $20, hasbeen higher. 
Anew heating stove and. piping have cost 
$16.50, an expenditure, which will not be again 
neoessiry fora long time to come. At present 
we only pay the boy’s wages, Miss 
Anderson kindly providing the bulance. If 
we had more funds we could still further 
extend the sphere of usefulness of the Mission 
by an increased cirenlation of Christian and 
wholesome literature among the sailors. ‘To 
enable us to do this, we ask our friends to use 
their influence in obtaining some more sub- 
scribers and douations. ‘The donations during 
the year under review have not been so large 
as in 1890-1, but we trust that the mention of 
this fact will induce those who so kindly 
helped us then, to renew their support.
